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$ Ourtious and worthy Reader at my 


being in [reJand with the Earle of 
Clanmorgan , a while after the Iriſh re- 
volution begun, I notcdin the generality of 
that Catholicke Poeple intentions foe cleare, 
toe Chriſtian and right for Religion, Cro- 
wn and Country ; ( all which 1 had cauſe 
to learne by frequently conferring with 
ſome of the greateſt quality in the land ) 
as I shall ever highly eſteeme that Na» 
tion » and indeavour to lerve them with all 
ſincerity and love. There was never, in my 
opinion , a lawfuller and juſter war then 
thicrs, if an vnavoidable oppofing of fore 
' ce againſt force for defending holy Faith 
( which is to be vallued above all ) lives, 
liberties , King and country, can. make it 
' ſoe: for approveing a war of this nature 
| ( a defenſive war ) there needed noe other 
| authority , then the law of Nature , the 
| ſtrongeſt of all Jawes ; d1d ever men put on 
' a more glorious reſolution, then did thoſe 
| Aa famous 
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famous Catholicks againſt che deſtabl e Co- 
venant and confeſlion of the Scottich Kirk 
to be inforced on them by a Preſbyterian 
Scottish army rayſed to that purpole 2 the 
Ir:h would have deycd to a man rather 
then admit 1n to the Iſland of faints that 
execrable Covenant , by which they well ma- 
niteſted to the world , quod primms corum timur 
fuerit pro ſanititate Templi. 
My Lord of Clanmrgan vnderſtood well, 
( and foe did them elves aloe ) the cruell 
reſolutions taken in the English Parliament, 
for deſtroying that innocent People upon 
falſe maliciousinformarions and ſuggeſtions 
giuen by the Lords Iuſtices Sir VVilliam Parſons 
and Sr lohn Burlace and the greater part of 
the Council table, all Trail men : here- 
vpon the Parliament ordered and appointed 
an army of five thouſand ( wee have ſcene 
the liſt of the Officers ) to be Joyned 
with the forces the ſaid Lords Iuſtices had 
in Jreland , forlooth to reduce the Irifrebells 
to their obedience to the Crown , but in- 
deed that which they aymed at , was to kill 
the Bear more for her $kin, then for any 
evil done by her: there was hkewiſe an ar-. 
my of ten thouked Preſbiterian Scotts , «O be | 
added to the above mentioned forces to | 
make an cndot the Nation by killing ,mur- 
thering | 
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thering , and ſending them away into for- 
rain lilands and countries, there to be made 
ſlaves if they denyed to receive and lweare 
the ſaid Scortich Covenant. 

I need not in this place ſpeake of the hea= 
uy perſecutions the Ir15h have luffered in the 
days of Q. Eliſabeth, King lame, anda part 
of King Charles, the firſt's raigne , that being 
already known over all Chriſtendom. Bur 
a plott and final determination to extinguish 
the whole Nation , and pluck all up roote 
and branch, appeared not before this time. 
The flame of zeale in thoſe Preſbiterian 
Armies covetted to be quencat in the bloud 
of Catholicks ; that is the tenet and way of 
Calvinian reformation , which holds truc 
Religion for a prophane 1dolatry. By this 
kind of furious zeale the Prevbiterian con- 
feſliow came in to Scorland , one tune a 
holy country. 

For eſtabliching this new fatanical con- 
feſſon there have been ſummoned twenty 
Parliaments in the raigne of king lemes the 
YI. ( who came to the Crown of Eng- 
lend by the bloud and right of 2. Mary his 
mother ) im which were enacted one hun- 
dred and fix lawes for extirpating the Ca- 
tholick Faith, and for planting this new ri- 
diculous Religion which they terme Con- 
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feſſio fidei Scotticans, You fee my Reader by 
this how many chaines and cords ( 106. la- 
wes and ordinances ) were needfull ro bind 
vp this dead Dayon of the new Scortih Kirk 
wich otherwiſe had long cre this faſlen 
to peeces ;-and this 14/ the ſimple people 
of Scoriand , miſlead by thicr blind , guids 
and teachers , adore vnder the cloake of 
ſanctity and divin worship. 

It witl not be amiſs in this place to lay 
betore your eyes ſome articles of this new 
confeſſion of the Scotrbh Kirk , winch 
have been ſigned and ſworn , in the year 
one thouſand five hundred ciglty , by the 
King and royall family ; and after m the 
year fo'lowing 1581. by all the States and 
Orders of the Kingdom; and in the yaer 1590 
m an other Parliament {igned and fworn , 
by the faid States and Orders of the land ; 
and laſt of all confirmed by new Acts of 
Parliaments, and figned and {worn by all 
the Barrons, Nobility and Gentry , Bour- 
gelcls, Citizens , Miniſters and Preachers , 
{ the National ſynod of the Clergy deman- 
ding and requiring this ro be done ) aus 
Dn. 1638. with a tie and obligation -vpon 
all tro defend the Kings rights and? Pre- 
rogatives he maintianing the contents of 
ditte Confeſſionvis Stattican , then and there , 
| ſigned 
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ſigned and fworn( as above laid ) by them 
all. At this ume the laid Confeſſion rooke 
the name of holy Covenant. 

A preface goeing betore the Articles of 
the Covenant Or Confeſjue files Exileſie Scorticane \, 
{ers forth hoy the Scortish Nation, afier 4 long and 
due examination of their Conſciences in matters of 
irue aud falſe Relizion , were at lenght throughly 
reſolved of the rruth , by the word and ſpirit of God , 
affirming before God , and the whole world , that this 
Faith they azreed pon , is the onely true Chrivias 
Faith and Relig ion pleaſing God, and bringing {alua> 
tion ; and chat is was received , beleeved and dee 
fenaed , by many notable Kirks and Realmes , but 
eheefly by the Kirk of Scotland , the Kings majelly , 
end the three Fſlates of the Realme , a; Gods eternal 
truth and onely ground of ſaluation ; as is more par> + 
ticularly profeſſed in the Conſe] /j on of the Kirk of 
Scotland , eſtabliſhed and publickly confirmed by ſun- 
ary Afts of Parliaments; and now a long time had 
been openly profeſſed by the Kinzs Marely , and 
whole body of the Realme of Scotland , both in Bonrsk 
and land, 

After the preface follow the Articles , exe 
preſled in thoſe words. 

VVee abhorre and drieſt all contrary Relizion and 
dochrin ; but cheeſly all kind of Papiſtry in general 
end particular heads , even 4s thy are nov dune 
wed, and confured , by «12 word of Gud , 8ad Kirk 
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of Srotlend But in ſpecial wre deteſt and veſuſe 
the wiurped authoriry of that Roman Antichrilt , 
w70n the Scriptures of God, the Kirk the cull ma- 
gilirate and connſtiences of men. His froe baſtard 
Sacraments , with all his Rites , Ceremonts , and * 
doctrines : his abſolute neceſſity of Baptiſme + his 
Bla/pemons 19inion of tranſubjtantiation , or reall pre- 
ſence of Chriſt his body in the elements , and re- 
cervins of the ſame by the wicked, or bodyes of men. 
His deviih majje. His Blaſphemous Prieſt-hood, His 
Pr phane ſa-rifrce for the ſins of the dead and the 
quicke , his Canonization of men. His calling upon 
Angels and ſaints deparied ; worshipping of Images , 
Relizues and Croſſes. Dedicating of Kirks , Alters, 
Dayes , Voyes to creatures. His purgatory : Prayers 
for the dead ; Praying or ſpeaking in a Strange lan- 
gaze : with his Proceſſtons , Blaſphemons Intantes , 
and multitude of Advocats or mediators, His auri- 
cular Confeſſion. His deſprrate and uncertain repen- ' 
tance, His ſatisfattion if men for their ſms. His 
tnjtification by workes. Ops operatum. Merits ,par= 
ons , perizrinations and (lations. His holy water : 
B aprizang of Bells, Coniuring of ſpirits , Croſſung , 
and hailowing of Golds good Creatures. His worldly 
Monarchie , and wicked Hierarchie , his three ſolemne 
wvowes, His corrupted and bloudy decries, made at 
Jrent , with all the ſubſiribers , and approvers of 


thar cruell and bloudy Band, conjured again( the 
Kirk of Gol. 
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After aggreeing vpon the {aid Articles ,1t 
follows; wee promiſe and ſiveare, by the great name of 
the Lord our God , thit wee will continue in the 
obedrence , of the doftrine and diſcipline of this Kark: 
and will drfend th: ſame according our vocation and 
power , all the dayes of our lines under the panes 
contained in the law , and danger both of body and 
ſoule , in the day of Gods fearfull Indgement. 

Is not this a Strange confeſſion of the 
Scorrich Kirk prophane and abhominable , 
robbing Chriſtians of five Sacrimerrs , and our 
Saviours legacy of his precious Budy and Blond; 
the church ot Sacrifice , and the Saints of 
all worship , &c. which conteſſon 1s onely a 
negative Faith , deneyall of the Articles of 
the Roman Catholick Fanh, Preached and 
propagated over the whole world by the A- 
poſtles, 1 omnem terram exivi! ſonns eormm. N 
Faith d2liured by the Bishops and Fathers 
of the primitive church , and thoſe that 
lawfully and canonically ſucceeded them , 
from hand to hand , even trom the time 
of S. Peeter to the Raigne of Clement the X. 
now fitting vpon the holy Chaire ( long 
uy he doe loe) a faith generally confeſted 
and profeſſed in the Church of God , vn- 
till che fall of that exccrable apoſtata Lurher 
im the year 1517. a Dragon wholetatle drew 
down a great number of Starrs out of the fir- 
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mament of the iruc and Apoſtolical Church, 

Havcing waded loe tar m this buinels, 
Jet us take a litle more paiacs ia ſearching 
out the fource and fontaine of tis $192 
th Reformation , and who were the cheet 
Actors and Authors thereot ; and how tus 
und and divinc their doctrine and theore- 
mes : and by what mcanes and waycs 
Calvimſme tooke tway mm that Catio- 
Ixck noble Nation. 

The chiceteſt Authors and maſters of that 
plaifttred reformation were lohn Knox an apol- 
tata prieſt , a boteicu of ſedition , of in- 
continent life and ill maners ; who made 
a dciperare and evil end; with Grodman , and 
Gilby , great ſaints and zealots; and Buckanar 
that famous Poet. Thoſe Blaſpheming men 
werethe empericks that inflamed and corrup- 
red the body of that godly Kingdom , with 
the 11] humours of a diabolicai zcale Calvin 
the ſulran of Geneva inftigating them toall 
kind- of crucltics. Knox the prime doGtor 
10 this alteration , hated deadly, the Queene, 
and auncd cheefly at her depoſition , which 
he by many wicked artifices, in the end 
eff. (ted. This man's divin doctrin you ſhall 
fad m the hiſtory of Scotland pat : 373. Prim 
ces ( ſaith he ) may be depoſed by the people , if 
they be tyrants againit God and his trath , and their 
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ſubjefts ave freed from their oaths and obedience, He 
preached to the people that Queene Mary 
was a tyrant by reaſon of her Religion, and 
ſoc far prevailed this man's wickedaels, as 
he inkindled a flame of rebclhon againſt her, 
that was never after quenched, Did not 
this perverſe wretch know that S. Paul come 
manded the Chriltians to obcy Nero, the 
pgreateit Tyrant againſt God and his truth 
that ever lived , and a bloudy perſccucor 
of chriſtians , and yet 1mpious Knerks freed 
the Srorrs ſubjects trom their oath and obe+ 
dience to a chriſtian and godly Queene. 
Goodman an other of thole flaming Retor- 
mers in his booke of obedience fings 
the ſame note out of Fred 17. Toti Populs 
(laith this Hipocrit ) hoc onus incumbit , vt antie 
madueriat in Idelatram quemenngue , nemo exc 
pitur , ſroe Rex, ſive Regina, ſfroe Imperator ; and 

et Nero and the reſt of the perlecuting Eme 
perours though Jdolators , none of the A= 
poſtles , Bishops or Fathers of the primittue 
Church , preaclied in this kind to the Chri- 
ſtians to kill , depole , or chaltize them ; 
but how and by what order would Goodman 
have this done ? mendatum domint ad populum 
eſt 11 in (imili defectione, Reclores ſus , qui 4 Deo eos 
abducunt , ad furcas abripiant & ſuſpendan;. ]s not 
this a nuld and Cluiſhan doctrine of this 
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man , Jf Princes and Governors of the com- 
mon-wealth- fall from God , or withdraw 

| the people from the true worship of God 
| ro draw them to the Gibbet and hang them 
vp ante fatiem ſolis. You are to obſerve here 

that Krcks , Goodman , Buckanan , and all of 

| that Gang accounted Mary their owne Quee- 
ne , and all Catholick Kings and Princes 
tyrants egainſt God and his truth ; you ſee 
hereby it Princes can be fate where ſuch 
Iibertins goſpelſers can have ſway : the ſen+ 
riment of prieſts and religious men, bitter- 

ly perſecuted vader Quecne FEliſa'eth , and 
many of them cruelly executed was not this 

of Goodman;they didnot catechiſe the Catho- 

I:cks of England this fashion , but even dey- 

ing, prayed hartily for the Queenesproſpe- 

rity. But the authority of Puckanan ( the 
Sa/vmon of Scotland 1n the opinion of the Re- 
formers ) puffed with the conceit of his 
owne Indgement i thoſe miſteries of refor- 
mation, will pur an end to all ; what then

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» | bes of this preſumpruous Salomon ; and was 
v | not this a man well cholen to mnſtruct 
the young Prince King lemes ? there could 
1 not be found a fitter to poiſon his foule 
c with peſtiferous theoremes. but harken to him 


t ' as yet, {pitting out poiſon againſt Soveraig- 
k nes in the fame dialogue betweene him and 
$ Mertallanus, de lure regnands. They hould( faith he ) 
- Kings muſt be obeyed good or bad; it is a Blaſphemy 
ſoe ro ſay . but God plated oft evil kings to punnsh 
. the people , yea and fue doth he oft privat men to 
kill them ; but 1. Thimothe wee are commanded to 

pray for Princes , yea ſos wee are alſoe, to pray for 
; theeves ; but Pant commanded obedience ro kings, yea 
Paul did write ſoe in the infancy of the Churth , if 

he lined now he would ſay otherwiſe. Did ever Cate 
holyck divines or Civilans blot paper with 

ſuch contumelious and dangerous maximes 
againſt foveraignes ? but noe other aphoriſ- 

mes could flow from the pen of a man pro= 

feſled Iudailme ; for Buckaney was one 

of them that in Edenburgh 1n the tine 

of King 1ames the fifth did folemnly in Lent 

eat the Paſchal lamb , and being convicted of 

that crime which the king himlelte examened. 

his partners were codemned & burned;but be 
eſcaped , and fled over into other countreis, 

as a man reſerved to be a plageto his owne.

guiin the Benedictm , when he converted

+ Rows , Harriot , and Montzommery , all madd 
diſtracted fellowes and miniſters of the new 
Golpel , Vittrix Legio © novarores Strenmi , all falt- 
peter men fit for fire works , and to pre- 
' pare matter for powder to bloy up the 
State of the Clergy of a Nations 
To give you a more ample notion how 
this ungodly Retormation was carried on in 
that Catholyck kingdom ; you are to obfer- 
ve how 1n the year 1560 ( the Queene be= 
ing in France ) the Scorrs inchanted by the 
artifices of Knox, enacted in Parliament this , 
as a perpetual and tundamental Jaw of the 
Srate ; and decreed to abolilh Catholick Re. 
11g10n : that vvholocver defended the Popes

was this Parliament lummoned and ratityed? 
Was it by any commiſſion expreſſing any 
authoricy from the Queen to thofe then 
ſitting in Parliament , for that end 2 noe 
ſuch matrer , nor 1s her conſent produced 
ro confirme ſuch an Act, and conſequent- 
ly the Act 1s illegal and invalid. Here you 
{ce a Paritament of three Eſtates withouta 
king, diſfanulling the precedent Acts of all 
former kings and ==} wang a thing nc- 
ver heard of before , and incredible in a 
kingdom; their Soveraigne ( Queen Mary ) 
then living , and obeyed as their lawfull 
ſoveraigne. But to make that ſeeme good 
by order of law , which of it (elfe was moſtt 
defeftive, dilorderly and illegal , they pro- 
cured another Parliament amo 1567 ( the 
Queen being then in priſon, and Earle Mur- 
ry her baſtard brother being Regent for the

Church ) came from God or the ſpirit 
of godlyneſs in thole men; let any man 
Iudge that feares God. If that of Chriſt be 
true, mala arbor males fruns facit, the refor- 
mation and Confeſſion of the Scotts Kirk 
mult be worth nothing. 

God did not vle to ſend Generals and 
Armies, murtherers and plundrers tor con- 
verting Nations, to the truth and light of 
faith ; ( S. Patrick and S. Anguſhn came not

Crols, all the great and godly Emperours 
and Kings of the vvorld bowed their heads; 
great Conſtantin, Theodoſ1us, Charlemain, 
S. Edward of England, S. Henry the em- 
perour, S. Stephen of Hungary , S. Lodo» 
wick of France, S. Caſimirus of Poland , 
S. Vanceſlaus of Bohemia , S. Leopoldus 
Prince of Auſtria , and bleſſed Amadeus 
Duke of Savoy, with very many Kings of 
Ireland and Scotland and other Catholick 
Kingdoms; all thole humbly and religiouſly 
venerated the greatneſs and ſan&ity of the 
holy ſea and F on of Rome ; and God aid 
thercfore give them victories over their ene- 
mies, enlargement of their dominions, the 
loue of their ſubjects, and all kind of pro(- 
perity, and finally crovvned them with cter- 
nal glory. 

From this holy chaire DoQors, Mailters, 
Bihops were fent to inſtruct Pagans and 
Gentils, and to ſovv the ſeed of ſalvation 
ouer all the world, who by their holy lmes 
and vertue , by healcing the ficke and wor- 
king miracles, compaſled the great worke 


they tooke in hand ; This 1s a truth ack- 
B 2 now- 
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nowledged by the learned Proteſtants of 
England and Germany. Let us inſtance this in 
the three converſions of Frgland; the firſt 
(ſlaying nothing of the comming of the A> 
poltles S. Peeter S. Paul and S. lames into 
that kingdom, as a thing ſomewhat uncer- 
taine) made by S. Joſeph of Aritmathia with 
his eleven compannions, towards the later 
end of Nerwsraigne; of which wee haue 
good ground and huſtorics : this preceded 
the ſecond converſion a hundred ycares and 
more. The ſecond was under Pope E'w- 
therius m king Lacus time, the firſt chriſtian 
king of the world, who was couverted in 
Iis ould age, a glorious faint : this con- 
verkon by protcſtants attributed to Pope E> 
deutherins : lohn Bale (one that vvould write 
nothing tothe creditof the holy ſea, it nat 
convinced by evident verity) confeſled this, 
Cent. 1, cap. 19. and with him the Centuria- 
tors of Magdebours, This king had a long ex- 
pericnce of the innocency , humility , pa- 
tience and peaccable diſpoſitions of his chri- 
tian ſubjefts , and had heard the divine 
exhortations of many Apoſtolick Preachers 
ſuch as were S. Ariflobulus, S. Marcellus and 
S. Timotheys , and was induced to yecld him- 
ſelkſe to the Catholick Faith , chiefly for 


two motives; firſt the teſtimonies, the Em- 
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perours themſelves , t hough otherwite ene« 
mies to the chnitian taith , gaue to the pro- 
tcffors ot it, next rhe , wondertull reſtumo- 
nic that God gaue thercunto by relcewing 
the then raigning Emperour Marrs Aurelirs 
from unavoidable deſtruction by the pra- 
yers of his chriſtian ſoldiers. This king 
for a long time made final account of chri- 
{tian Religion, for vvant of credit and f(plen- 
dor; but this ſtone of offence being remo- 
ued and comparing the chriſtian faith , 
which promiled eternal glory to men , with 
what he had been taught by his Dr«4 that 
promiled noe ſuch reward,grevv unlatisfycd 
and wearyed of his former errors , ſent 
two holy men Elvanus of Avalonia, and Med- 
winus to $S. Elentherins worthcy ſucceſſor of 
S. Peeter m the Apoſtolick chair : Togither 
with thole came commiſſionated from rhe 
Pope two other holy men, not onely to 
inſtruct and baptize the king , and thole 
who immitating the kings good example , 
embraced the chriltan faith ; but altoc to 
order and eſtablish all Ecclehaſticall affat= 
res in the kingdom. The names of thole, 
two ſtrangers were Frgativs and Damianus. 
Hence it 1s that our more modern hiſtort- 
ans both Catholicks and Proteſtants , doc 
not doubt to ſtile thoſe two, Antilizes, Pre- 
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| bars, and Brshops, for without ſuch a caraſter 


and authority how could they erect Bishop- 
ricks , conlecrat clurches, diſpenſe orders 
and the like, By thoſe legats were bapti- 
zed king Lucius , his Queene and family , 
and vcry many more, ano Di 183. Many 
Authors and divins, proteſtant learned men, 
as Fox, Bale, lewel, Godwyn, Abbots, Fulck, Re y 
nold, VVhitacker , Surclef, Cooper, Stow and Cam- 
den, with many more, agreed to this con- 
verſion of England , and baptizing of king 
Lncins and his Queen &c. They alloe com- 
mend much Catholick authors and divins, 
who wrote of thoſe converſions .and other 
pallages of Eccleſiaſticall diſciplin and af- 
faires, for their ſingular learning , vertue, 
zcale and fidelity: the firſt amongst thoſe 
15 venerable Bede, whom the learned pro- 
teſtants account the moſt ancient hiſtorian 
that England hath, and worthy of credit, 
and they haue great reaſon, ſor that Bede 
lived within the firſt hundred yeares after 
the converſion of the Saxons, and therefore 
he might well learn the truth thereof ; it 
mult likewiſe be ſuppoſed thata &#. (ſuch as 
the proteſtants hk Bede to be) would not 


write Iyes to deceive men in foe impor- 
tant a matter. The other famous Catholick 


writers, men of great credit, were Gildas 
| ſur- 
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furnamed the wiſe , who flourihed abour 
the vear 580. eighteen years before S." Au- 
ſtins comming to Enzlend : he was ( faith 
Bale cent. 11, cap. 66 out of Poſidor ) a moſt 
graue author haveing well learnt liberal ſci- 
ences, gaue himlelte wholy to ſtudy the 
ſcriptures, and lead a moſt innocent lite ; 
another was Frhelwardus grandchild to king 

| Adulph who liued anno 950. ; Floremius who 
lived under Henry the firſt; Falred under 
Henry the Toms, : add to thoſe Hovelon, 
Huntington , Ingulfus, Neubrigenſis , Paris, VVal- 
fingam, VVeltmonaſterienſis, and famous Malmeſ- 
burienſs whom all eſteem for an excellent 
hiſtortographer and learned man; Camden 
| calls him oprimum hiſtoricum , and Bale cent* 2. 
| cap. 73. faith plainly he vvas the molt lear- 
ned of his age in all kind of good learning, 
Novv nothing can be more evident then 
that thoſe Catholick Divins and hiſtorio- 
. graphers , delivered that vvhich indeed was 
true of the forclaid three converſions and 
that they vvere performed and effefted ty 
DoGtors, Bichops and Apoſtles ſent from 
the holy See, as vvere S. Fugatins and S. Da- 
mianus from Pope Flentherins , and S. Auſten 
the Benediftin from Pope Gregory, Secing 
then proteſtant Divins and authors confeſs 
all vvriten (as to this purpoſe) by the aboue 
B 4 rect- 
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recited Catholick authors and divins to 
haue been true , and doe highly applaud 
them for their fidelity and diligence in their 
writings ; yvhat can be alleaged by the mo- 
dern proteſtants, and Presbiterians of Eng- 
land and Scotland , againſt rhe laid Conver- 
fions and the Catholick faich then preac- 
hed, and novy profetled by all Cuholicks, 
and vvhy dce thcy not reccave the ſyme 
Relizion , and reett their nevv vngronded 
reformation and conteſlion ? 

The miniſters of Fneland and Scotland vvill ad- 
mitt of thole Catholick authors and hiſto- 
rians, vyhoſe teſtimonies -are aproved of by 
proteſtant divins and hiſtorians , or they 
vvill not : it they admutt them they are cleer- 
ly condemned ; and it they retule them 
| they are to be contemned ; for in matters 
[1 of Antiquity , to rctule to be trycd , by loe 

4 many , foe ancient, ſoc indifferent v vrit- 
? ters and (oe much commended by them- 
ſelves, 1s to ſay that they vvere all cither 
deceived , or lycd; vvhat other is this then 
vtterly ro condemne them-lelves and thier 
cauſe , as not able to abide the onely triall, 
vvhich can be made of ancicat matrers , that 
1s by hiftories and ancient records; will 
not they credit ſuch hiſtorics as themlel- 
ves 1dge vyorthy of credit 2 vill not they 
| belecve 
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beleeve ſuch vvriters as themſelves account 
eſpecial frinds of truth, of ſingular fideli- 
ty, diligence , 1adifferent and moſt ex- 
cellent hiſtor1ographers ; ( thoſe are the ca- 
raters and prayles proteſtant divins and au- 
thors have given to the aboye mentioned 
Catholick auchors and divins ) vvill not 
they follovy them in matters of antiquity 
vvhom their ovvne learnedeſt divins and 
hiſtorians rerme the moſt true guids of Ans 
tiquitry and times paſt ? yvhat other thing 
yvere this then obſtinatly to refuſe truth wx 
ſelfe. 

For that wee haue talk'd of John Bae, 
and that the Teſtimonies taken from ene- 
mies themſelves are of greater weight a- 
gainſt themlelves, L0 in this place con- 
tent my ſelte vvith the teſtimony and ap- 
probation of ſaid Bale of the  & rm of 
S. Patrick from the Sea of Rome to convert 
the pagans of Ireland to the catholick faith; 
bur before alleaging his teſtimony , that 
you may knovy vvhat kind of man this 
Bale vvas, and hovy great an enemy to 
the Pope and See of Rome , ] muſt tell you 
he vvas Bishop of Ofory in heland in kin 
Edward the ſixt's time, and one of the firſt 

reachers under hand of Proteſtanuſme in 
ing Henry's time, for vvhich under him, 
C and 
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and after under Queen Mary his daughter 
he ſuffered (as himſelfe fays) much trouble. 
He 1s rekened amonghtſt their learned men 
and oft times cired; he vvrote the Cenmmuries, 
and yvas indeed a man of grear reading , 
but noe man a more earneſt proteſtant then 
he, and his Kind of vvritng againſt Cat- 
holicks is ſoe ſpitefull , as it ſeems malice 
did poſſeſs the toung , heart and pen of 
that man; he vſually called the Pope Amte- 
chriſt and the beaſt , and names the primiti- 
ve church of England in the time of its 
greateſt purity, a carnal ſmagoge; He vyas an 
Englisch-man of Norwich a Carmelit friar that 
ran out of a Monaſtery and tooke to him 
'a luſty vvench named Dorothea, vyhom he 
called conjugem fideliſimam; all thoſe nevy 11- 
luminated reformers vvere declared enemies 
to chaſtiry , and begun the great vvorke 
of ſaveing ſoules- Zealouſly coupling them- 
ſelves vvith vvanton femals. Novy Bale (ſoe 
great an enemy to the Pope , as he vvas) 
ſpeakes of S. Patrick comming from the Pope 
thus. Parrick( ſaith Bale deſeript; Brittan; Cent: 
7. fol: 250, ) ſurnamed Magonius, vvho ſtudied 
divinity at Rome , ſent by Pope Celeſtinus did 
preach the goſpel to the Iri-men vvith in- 
credible fervour of ſpirit for 40. years to- 


gither, and did convert them to the fince- 
| a 
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re faith of Chriſt ; he vvas moſt excellent 
in learning and holyneſs, and among other 
miracles he did continue in prayers and 
faſting for 4o. dayes, and 40. nights ; foun- 
ded many churches , healed many ſick, de» 
livred many poſleſſed of devills , and ray- 
ſed to life 60. that were dead: thus far Bale. 
S, Proſper a better witneſs then Bale, that lived 
at that ſame time doth teſtify this, and after 
hum venerable Bede, Marianus Scotus, and others, 
who affirme alſoc that Sr. Patrick, dyed the 
year of Chriſt 491 being of 122, years. Pal- 
ladius was inde:d ſent to that worke before 
S. Parrick , but though he religiouſly beha- 
ved himlelfe in that divin fun&ion , the glo- 
ry of converting the whole Nation from 
Paganiſme was reſerved for S. Parrick vvho 
is therefore Iure merits {tiled Apoſtle of Ire- 
land. 

Bchould here how 1ohn Bale confeſfeth S. 
Patrick was ſent by Pope Celtinus, and foe 
{cnt , he converted the 1ri<hmen to the {ince- 
re faith of Chriſt; what more can any man 
ſay or more honorably of the Pope, cleerly 
allowing of authority and power in himto 
ſend Doctors and Miſſioners for converting 
Nations to the true faith 2? In fpeaking of 
S. Patrick he mentions truely the vertues and 
duty of Apoſtles and Preachers ſent from 
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Rome to inlighten Nations , as to falt , and 
pray , to found Churches, heale the fick 
" and worke miracles; ler Bale himlelfe tell vs 
it the bloudy reformers of the Kirk of Scor- 
land, or himlelfe , Peeter Martyr , Bucer and the 
reſt , at that time of the innovation they 
made in England, did any of thoſe holy wor- 
kes, done by S. Parrick , and \uch Miſlo- 
ners as were lawfully ſent from the holy 
| Sea in to the vinyard of our lord ] dare 
challenge in this place all rhe mul- 
ritudes of thoſe newmen repayring (as them - 
ſelves ſay) the houie of God , to give one 
S, Parrick or $S, Auſen that taſted and prayed, 
healed the ſick and wrought miracles, | 
defye Bale doe this with all his ſtudyed to- 
| mes of Centuries ; or Fox ( eſteemed by the 
| - Proteſtants, a moſt holy, grave and pious 
, man , and plainly a divin man) with his 
great and numerous volumes of At#s and 
Monuments of their ridiculous Martyrs , foe cre- 
| dited in England , as they have been ſet in 
ot divers of their Churches to be read of all ; 
l or delicat Calvin their great Patriarch of Ge- 
% , neva with his foe adored bookes of inſtitu- 


ions ; or wanton Beza reforming forſooth ' 


the Church of France with legions and troo- 
pes in fer batrailles, and beſeeging the Kings 
good Cuties ; garded by two ficrce Giants

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in ſteele, the Prince of Conde and the Ad. 
miral Coligny. Was not this a faire reforma< 
tion that Stayned the fields of France with 
noble trench bloud? thole men ſealed and 
rooke pollel(s1on of the Kings Rents and Ree | 
venues , they coyned moneys , they fur- 
prized the « thr catties of, the Realme , Or- 
leans » 1roye , Pontters , Tours &C. and put in ga 
riſons and Gouvernours of thier owne choo+ 
{ing , and for thier owne ends; and delivesz 
red one of the keyes of France into the cu- 
ſtody and Goverment of forrainers, was not 
this ro viurpe vpon the crown , and the 
chect prerogatives of ſoveraigmty 7 and all 
this was done , that thier new, falſe , abho- 
minable confeſſion and retormation should 
enter that catholick Kingdom : here you 
fee a Religion comming in by force wear- 
ing a head-peece of Stecle. 

Fmally ( that all good Chriſtians may 
feare and deteſt this Kind of Bloudy and

dei; .... thou art chanzed, 6 turd! to vs in cruel, 
and in the hardneſs of tby hand thou art againſt vs: 
wee haue exſpecied thee as rayne, and yaped as to 
an evening ſhower : and thou h:ſt not ſhewen thee 
ſelife ro vs. Vee cry unto thee , and thou heareſt 
vs not, Vee ſtand and thou doeſt not reſpect Vs. 
The calamitic wee ſuffer, as well at home 
as abroad, is furcly to be þ-muaned, for 
thoſe who Stayed at home, (the reſidue of 
the Tyrants fivoord ) being turned our of 
their Caſtles and houles , live in cottages 
of ſtraw and claye ; and in ſuch ignoble 
lurking corners , moſt noble perlons and 
(alas!) formerly ot a flourihing fortune , 
with their Wives and Children are conſi1- 
med in famine , miſcries and naſtineſs Wee 
like wife who live in forraine countrics , 
wander like Vagabonds ouer towns and cos 
untries, im want and without any comfort 
whatſoever 2 not begging wee perish with 
famine; begying wee are confounded with 
Shame.

Certainely it 1s noe [els cauſe 
of ſorrow, that ſuffering for God and faith 
thole and ſuch hke bitter calamities ; wee 
find in noc where who should comfort vs 
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m our mourning : the rich and powerfull of 
this world , drinkins /Vine in phials , anoynted 
with beſt oyle , ( alas ! ) haves moe conpaſion vp01 
Toſephs tribulation, it hath been, faid 1n 
former time, but now its fulfilled in our 
perions ; VVee are become 4 reproach ro onr neigh + 
bours, and our en:mies are our Iudoes. 

I ſend you here a Ponderation vpon 
certaine branches of the general pardon gran=- 
ted by our preſent Soveratyne, to the Reb» 
bells of the three kingdoms, compoſed by 
an honneſt and learned perſon, demanding 
ypon the fame your ſenſe and ſound Jud- 
gement, if perhaps it be worth the publiſ- 
hing ; for tracly ſoc fad is our caſe , that 
Tn behoucs vs it should be made manifeſt 
to the world, with the hard oppreſſion and 
injurie wee ſuffer againſt all right and Ja. 
The author ſubmits his worke to my judge- 
ment, j my judgement to yours : exlpec- 
ting to this your ſpeedy anſver, and wif- 
hing you all happineſs being, Paris the 14, 
of March 1672.

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After peruſing with great attention this 
letter and Pondcration, (iad tiungs;) I was 
ſenſibly rouched , and my heart trembled 
within me , and j found my felte wholy 
thawed in to teares, for j loued much tho- 
ſe of that country for their remarquable 
conſtancy in their faith, and for their ver- 
tues and caudid good nature without du- 
ſembling ; wheretore my defire to ſerve 
them was doubled, becauſc their miſcries and 
afflictions were every day increaſed and mul- 
tiplyed. This moved me to print ſaid Jetter 
and Ponderation, and annex to them this Pre- 
montion to the Reader; which 5 hauce dune for- 
many good reaſons. Firſt that the world may 
plainly know and ſee the inocency of that 
Catholick people, the juſtice of their quar- 
re] and cauſe, the clearncſs of ther thoughts 
and intentions, their Joyalty to their king, 
(in which they have not been rightly vnder- 
ſtood by many ) and the great perſecution 
they haue endurcd for Religion and juſtice 
aboue a hundred years 3 hopeing that for 
thoſe motives, good Chriſtians, and more 
eſpecially church-men and perſons of po= 
wer and credit , may be induced to com» 
vpn their deplorable condition. Second- 
y that all good men may deteſt the prin= 
| Cipal Authours of their ruine and yadocing., 
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Thirdly that his Gratious Majeſty , who 
hath been miſled and bcguiled, by falſe ca- 
lommous ſuggeſtions, ot Miniſters of Sta- 
te ( who look'd vpon their owne ends , 
and noe way his Majeſtyes conſcience or 
honnour ) may be plecaſ-d vpon due confi- 
deration of the iyuſtice done them , and 
the fore and hard affliction they luffer , 
thinke of remedying what fell out fatal ro 
them; and of comforting ſoc many thou- 
ſands of poore Widdows , orphans and 
diſtreſſed foules, for God will dourtlcſs 
bring te account all that oppreſſed them. 
The Authors of this peoples vtrer vndoeing 
haue been many , and they haue done 
their worke by Studied malice ( a'n felid ) 
like crafty wicked men; bur the generality. 
of the Nation complains more of the Duke 
of Ormond then of all , who bctruſted (as 
they ſpeake ) betrayed them ; which is an 
abhominable , vnpardonable fin; for this 
they account is Grace the moſt deadly 
enemie they ever had, and therefore the 
Author of the Ponderation, ( who he 15 truly 
1 know not) calls Ormont, a name and man of 
ruine and deſiructim, (1 teare much he ſpeaks 
truth therein ) which can be noe leſs then 


an eternal infamy to Ormond and his Po |

Sir Aualy Mervin, and all the English conven- 
tion 1n Ireland , open enemies to the Irich Nas 
tion, falſe to the Crowne, pimps of rebelli- 
on and Cromwels trulty Iamifers, viſcd all the 
ill wayes and artifices men of their mind and 
Kind could invent; I make nt noe wonder , 
for they d1d herein what enemics vie ro doe 
fach as they were ; nor doe ] mervielle that 
Clarendon high Chancelor of Enzland , ( a man 
born to crucihe juſtice for his owne ends 
and conveniency ) toyned with them and 
villanouſly made fale of Ireland to them, as 
a Narratrve penned by ſome one of the Irish 
Nation, doth excellenty ſet forch.

Houſe being all Catholick ; a man likewiſe 
allycd to the beſt noble men of the King= 
dom, and highly eſteemed by all , and thar 
profeſſed great affection and indn2l? rothe 
whole Narion ( eſpecially vpon making the 
peace of 1648. being the Kings 'peciall com- 
miſſioner to that effec ; ) that this great man 
foe nobly born, foe highly embed » loe 
reverenced and honnoured by the greateſt 
art of the Nation , did after the Kings 
_ reſtatiration cloſe vp {uedenly with 
Orory , Montrath, Clothworthy and all that race 
of Genevas (aints , new men 1n the Kingdom

Thar Ormond joyned hartyly and Studiouſly 
with Orery and the reſt tro vadoe the 1i5h 
nation , his takeingaad enjoying of the grea- 
teſt share of the booty among(t all the plun» 
derers , ( being bur fix good Corporations , 
where of one is the citic of Kelkezy ) and the 
eſtates of many worthy Gentlemen ) 1san 
vndenyable argument.. What need had this 

reat Pecre to invade other mens ellates , 
of name and quality as ancient in the King 
dom as himſelke , and ever lovall to the 
Crovvne , haveing of his ovvne a vaſt pa- 
trimony , and one of the greateſt in Europe 
of a pure vaſllal.
